when they could no longer be transported.” 

“But good can emanate from evil and finally overwhelm 
and conquer it. Courage fortitude and perservance, those old 
*merican virtues, have transformed the former trap of death 
into а great agricultural empire which furnishes vegetables, beef 
and sugar for the tables of the nation.:” 

“The Everglades, before drainage had been attempted by 
the State of Florida, had heen one of the most inaccessible and 
impenetrable regions in America. 

“It had hardly been a dozen years before the storm that 
settlers in any appreciable numbers, having discovered the ex- 
treme fertility of its black muck soil, had come to this frontier 
area. 

“Until recently all transportation had been by boat; roads 
“еге few and poor; means of communication were most inade- 

uate.” 

Guar Except for a low, forested ridge along the Lake, the Ever- 
glades was totally flat, almost level and covered with a dense 
growth of saw-grass and weeds. Nearly all farms were on or 
near the Lake, which is an inland sea more than 700 square 
miles in area.” 

“ has been estimated that the energy developed by this 
hurricane in one hour would furnish the whole United States 
with electric power and lights for an entire year,” 

“Such a storm, says the U: S. Weather Bureau, may be 
spected to occur only once in a century.” 


Maximum Intensity And Heighth Of Water 
“Jess observed that the wind and water in she open Lake 
were both at maximum intensity about 9:00 or 9:30 that night, 
after the passing of the eye of the hurricane. 
“It was later determined by the state engineers that the 
Lake had here reached a height of eleven feet, eight inches 
above land level” (Gus Cromartie’s House on Torry Island) 


Forked River 
“This levee, which on the eastern shore ran north and south 
zre at the base of Pelican Bay, ran nearly east and west, where 
it must with stand the direct brunt of both the gale winds and 
the constricted waters of the Lake. It was on this stretch, where 
the dike crossed and dammed old Forked River that in the storm 
of 1926 a section of levee 800 feet in length had been entirely 

washed away.”

Cong. Rogers Asks 
Full Cuban Break 


Following is the text of the 
statement issued today by Con- 
gressman Paul G. Rogers in con- 
nection with the severing ‘of 
diplomatic ties with Cuba: 

“The action of the Depart- 
ment of State in severing dip- 
Jomatic ties with Cuba-is of- 
ficial cognizance of a fact that 
has been readily apparent to the 
American people for many 
months now. Castro's actions and 
incessant harangues heaping in- 
sults and indignities on the Unit- 
ed States long ago cut away any 
common meeting ground be- 
tween his government and this 
country. His regime was scarce- 
ly three weeks old when he 
made the first of a long num- 
ber of marathon tirades against 
this Government charging the 
United States with economic im- 
perialism and oppression. 

“Castro's pre-victory pro- 
mises of free elections, free 
communications and free speech 
have gone for exactly naught. 
It is significant to note that the 
recent seven hour show of 
strength commemorating the se- 
cond anniversary of his ascen- 
sion to power was complete with 
Russian tanks. Artillery and 
rocket launchers and was in- 
tended not so much to discour- 
age supposed agressors as to 
provide a graphic reminder to 
the Cuban.people of their virtual 
enslavement by his communist

No local bill will be intro- 
duced that has not been so fil- 
ed.

Encyclopedia, was Samoset, a 
chief of the Pemaquid Indians. 
He walked into the colony one 
day in March, 1621,.and unset- 
tled the settlers by addressing 
them in English. Samoset, it 
turned out, had earlier met some 
English fishermen along the 
coast of Maine and learned 
some of the language from 
them. 

Two weeks leter Samoset 
dropped in with his friend 
Squanto, a well-traveled brave 
of the Pawtuxet tribe. Squanto 
had been to England twice, once 
after having been kidnapped 
and sold аз а slave in Spain by 
an English sea captain. He had 
returned to America in 1619. 

Samoset introduced the col- 
onists to Massasoit, chief of the 
Plymouth area, With Squanto 
acting as interpreter, the chief 
and the Pilgrims concluded a 
treaty of friendship that lasted 
until Massasoit died in 1661. 

Meanwhile Squanto went to 
live with the colonists, teaching 
them how to plant corn, pump- 
kins and beans and showing 
them where to fish. 

‘That year the Pilgrims had a 
bountiful harvest and Governor 
William Bradford declared the 
celebration that became the 
first Thanksgiving.

tries before she succeeded, Her 
first child was born at Oak Rid- 
ке near-Bassenger, in 1898, Two 
years later, though she was liv- 
ing on Curry Island in Lake 
Okeechobee, she went to La- 
Belle to have her twins, Wal- 
ter and Ellen. 1901 was a bad 
year for babies. Lula, as well as 
the wife of George “Dog” John- 
son, and Mrs. Johnson’s sister, 
all three had babies born on 
the lake but all died at birth or 
right soon after, so I guess they 
shouldn't count, But Lula’s sixth 
child, Albertie Curry, now liv- 
ing in Punta Gorda, was born 
December 11, 1907 in Farrell's 
house near Taylor Creek, She 
seems to be the first child born 
here who survived. 

Will Curry spent "йон his 
time hunting here 208 there on 
the west side of thè Lake, Ло 
Lula most generally lived ih a 
tent. The kitchen, under some 
convenient oak, would be a 
waist-high framework {Шей 
with sand. This was called a 
“kitchen dolly,” though Will, 
when he had to build one, had 
a more uncomplimentry name 
for М. Lula’s kitchen ‘utensils 
were heavy cast iron pans, pots 
and dutch ovens, and her chim- 
ney was the sky. 05 

Until catfishing started Lula 
scarely ever saw a crying soul 
except some other hunter, or 
now апа again a Seminole, like 
‘Tom Tiger, Charlie Osceola and 
them. Gators, otters, coons, wild 
hogs and snakes could be seen 
most any time, while cat squir- 
rels and turkeys she sometimes 
shot from her dooryard. Lula 
could handle a gun or a boat 
with the best, so sometimes 
while Will was:on а hunt, and 
since her nearest neighbor might 
be twelve miles away, Lula, for 
а kind of busman’s holiday, 
vould load her kids into the 
boat and go camping for a few 
days, which she says was “lots 
of fun.” Sometimes she'd visit 
her Uncle Charlie Chandler who 
lived seven miles up Taylor 
Creek. The creek in those days 
was lined with giant oaks and 
cypresses six or eight feet thru 
whose branches, draped with 
waving streamers of Spanish 
moss, and dotted with red and 
orange airplants, met overhead 
and formed а shady and myster- 
ious tunnel. Rowing ир the 
creek was great fun too, except 
for one time when a big panth- 
er followed her along the bank. 


After the hunters came the 
catfishermen, and some of them 
brought along their wives. Back 
in 1909 Jim and Ed Upthegrove 
with their families came up the 
Caloosahatchee and camped for 
д few months оп Lake Нісрос- 
hee. Each family's shelter was 
nothing but a tent fly. The skee- 
ters here were powerful bad, so 
they moved to Little Bare Beach 
and built a long house, part 
wood and part ќаграрег. The 
skeeters here were a blamed 
right worse, rising in clouds 
from the grass and vines. Be- 
sides, the pesky coons kept the 
tarpaper walls torn up in try- 
ing to reach the rations inside. 
So they moved to Pelican River 
and then to Upthegrove Beach, 
Here the mosquitoes were not 
so bad and the women had it 
sort of easy. Jim's wife, Josep- 
hine, tells that she now had time 
to tend a garden along with her 
chickens and cows. She raised а 
passel of young’uns, did all her 
laundry, and then, besides feed- 
ing her own family she cooked 
for two crews of fishermen, as 
well. The crews used to get up 
at 4:00 a, т, and might be haul- 
ing seine till noon, then for the 
night haul they might not get in 
home till ten or later. Aunt Jod- 
ie said, “My cookstove never got 
cold!” 


Then there was Gertrude 
Winne, whose husband had been 
а commercial fisherman on the 


Great Lakes. They had been Л 


married only a year or two 
when they came to Florida. A 
runboat brought them up the 
Caloosahatchee to Ritta where 
they arrived January 3, 1912, 
The first night was spent in 
Bolles Hotel, then they camped 
on Torry Island and there they 
stayed for 16 years. For the first 
x months they lived in a tent 
until they could build a house 
in а popash grove, the first 
house on the lake except the 
hotel that had glass windows, 
Now, living in a tent wouldn't 
have been so bad, but that year 
of 1912 was one of the wettest 
years on record, She says it 
started to rain in March and 
kept right on till August, the 
most rain she has seen before 
or since. For one stretch of three 
weeks she never saw the sun.
